Automobile 
burglaries 
up this year

Auto burglary is one of the most 
often-committed crimes at CSUS — 
second only to other property crimes 
on campus, according to University 
Police Det. John Hamrick. “t 

From Jan, {to Feb: 20 alone, 38 auto 
burglaries occured in the parking lots at 
CSUS, resulting in over $20,000 in 
losses. 

Last year 110 incidents of auto bur- 
glary were reported, resulting in a total 
loss of $44,581, Hamrick said. 

In 1997, the most frequently hit lots 


been predicting for months: that Microsoft Corp., under inves- 
tigation by the U.S. Department of Justice for alleged antitrust 
violations, would either pull — or be kicked — out.

Officials from Hughes could not be reached for comment. 

Reed said, “Ifnecessary, we may seek new partners (that) are 
interested in joining this effort...”

Cynthia Cockrill, director of Hous- 
ing and Residential Life, said she has 
noticed an increase this year in auto 
burglaries in the dorm lots. 

“It seems to be picking up,” she said. 

To reduce auto burglaries, University 
Police have increased patrols, surveil- 
lance and sting operations, Hamrick said. 

“My theory is most (auto burglar- 
ies) are occurring during daylight 
hours,” Hamrick said. 

Because there are fewer cars on cam- 
pus between noon and 8 p.m., there are 


fewer burglaries. 

Hamrick said students can protect their 
cars by not leaving any expensive items in 
their cars and locking items in the trunk or out 
of sight. 

Cockrill recommends students invest in 
alarm systems and not keep valuables locked 
in their cars. 

Arrive on campus early enough to park 
smart,” said Hamrick. 

Hamrick said this means parking where 
there is heavy foot traffic, and the area is 
especially well-lit if parking at night. 

Cockrill said she is concerned the tree 
canopies obstruct the lighting during the sum- 


mer months around the dorm parking lots. 

Hamrick said University Police rely on 
students to report any suspicious activities 
they see in the parking lots. 

Someone can have the hood of acar up and 
appear to be working on his or her car when 
in reality the may be in the process of burglar- 
izing that car. 

Hamrick recommends students report any 
unusual activity in the parking areas and let 
University Police determine if it’s anything 
SUSPICIOUS. 

The most popular vehicles to be hit are 
Hondas and Toyotas, Hamrick said. Few bur- 
glaries are due to cars being left unsecured. 


Most auto burglaries are forced entries, 
by either having the door smashed or 
lock punched. 

Parking permits are also frequently 
targeted by burglars. Hamrick believes 
permits are so tantalizing, they are be- 
hind the increase in the number of auto 
burglaries this semester. 

University Police work with Univer- 
sity Transportation and Parking Services 
when a permit theft occurs. 

According to Hamrick, past years have 
yielded individual suspects as well as 
those working in groups. 

“Arrests happen all the time,” he said. 


“You have my commitment that when - 
there are proposed departures from estab- - 
lished university changes (involving the - 
Senate), before those changes are made, I - 
will consult to the extent possible and fea- ° 
sible,” he said at the senate’s meeting yes- 
terday. :

The two remaining presidential 
candidates, Gary Davis and Dan 
Freschi, engaged in verbal battle over 
parking and student employment in 
the River Front Market Quad yester- 
day.

“Students do not want to wait.” 
Freschi instead suggested expand- 
ing bus routes and the Hornet Shuttle, 
and increasing the number of bike 
lockers on campus.

4 disqualified from 


campus elections

Four students, including two candi- 
dates for the office of president, were 
disqualified from next week’s Associ- 
ated Students Inc. elections because 
they did not file interim campaign 
spending reports as required by the ASI 
election code. 

Presidential candidates Victor Som 
and Sean South, as well as two candi- 
dates for director for the school of 
business, Enrique Acosta and Todd 


Stellmacher, all failed to meet the April 
10 deadline. 

The election code requires that all 
candidates file an interim spending re- 
port 10 days before the first day of 
voting. 

“We have students who don’t think. 
it’s important to follow therules. That’s ’ 
what it boils down to,” said executive

Gubernatorial candidates hesitant to commit to local debate

The hall has been rented. The 160 guests 
have sent in their RSVP. The caterers, the 
decorating and cleanup crews are ready to go. 

But organizers of the California Higher 
Education Student Summit are still waiting to 
hear whether they will be stood up by the three 
main gubernatorial candidates. 

Just over a week remains before the CHESS 


conference, the annual higher education forum 
put on by the California State Students Associa- 
tion. This year’s event will be held at the Sacra- 
mento Convention Center on April 25 and 26. 
“At first, everyone confirmed,” said Susan 
Cusack, legislative advocate for CSSA. 
Now, nothing is certain, she said. 
Democratic candidates Jane Harman, Al 


Checchi and Gray Davis have all expressed a 


willingness to debate, but now each is adopting 
a “wait-and-see” attitude. They are scheduled 


to debate on Sunday afternoon, pending their 
confirmations. 
“‘Checchi said he will agree if itis conducted 


along third-party guidelines and if there is state-_ 


wide media coverage,” Cusack said. “We can 
give him both of those conditions.” 

Cusack has lined up television, radio and 
press coverage of the event, which would be the 
first debate of the Democratic contenders. 

Davis has since said he is only going to 
debate if Harman and Checchi, both financing 


their campaigns out of their personal fortunes, 
would limit their campaign spending. 

Kam Kuwata, Harman’s campaign man- 
ager, said Harman is planning on attending the 
event. 

‘“‘We’re hoping that everyone shows up, so 
there will be a debate,” he said. 

Cusack said a third party was needed to 
broker the agreement between the three candi- 
dates. 

Meanwhile, the plans for the CHESS con- 


ference are going fine, Cusack said. 

Other events set for the weekend event in- 
clude various panel workshops on student is- 
sues, such as financial aid and student rights. 

Cusack said the 160 confirmed guests are — 
mainly student leaders from around the state 
who attend the annual conference to discuss 
higher education issues. This year’s event also 
features a presentation on the controversial 
California Education Technology Initiative. 

Tickets are $100 for the two day event. 
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CS US self-defense instructor helps women to help themselves 
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Marino prepares women with the confidence and skill to survive and successfully defend against possible attacks

Midge Marino has been teaching 
self defense judo at CSUS for the 
past 27 years as a part-time faculty 
member and has no intention of 
stopping anytime soon. 

“I just love to teach,” said 
Marino. 

A student of the art of Judo since 
1956, she had the opportunity to 
study with the masters in Japan 
where Judo originated — on four 
separate occasions. 

While Marino has never gone to 
college, CSUS awarded her an hon- 
orary masters degree for her exper- 
tise and special training in the field 
of Judo. She also holds the U.S. 
Judo Federation Class A Teacher’s 
Certificate, the highest degree of- 
fered in the United States. 

Marino splits her time between 
teaching beginning and intermedi- 
ate Self Defense for Women here at 
CSUS and Teen Safety at Loretto 
High School. 

“As a teacher she is very thor- 
ough and easy to approach—she 


-*helps you to understand that self- 


defense is not only about physi- 
cal, but also psychological prepa- 
ration,” said Jennifer Foxworth, a 
student T.A. for Marino. 


Marino’s motto is Trade Your 
Fear For Anger, or TYFFA — the 
title of her personal safety work- 
shops. This was the topic of her 
presentation Tuesday when she 
spoke for a community organiza- 
tion project hosted by four students 
from the women’s studies depart- 
ment. 

“Twas really impressed by Midge,” 
said Kerrie Fitzpatrick, one of the 
student organizers. “She is unbeliev- 
able and was more than willing to 
give of her time and energy.” 

The two-hour presentation focused 
on instilling power in women on three 
levels: psychological, sociological 
and physical. 

“Being prepared for an assault 
is 80 percent psychological and 
only 20 percent physical,” said 
Marino. 

“From an early age, we are 
separated into two categories, 
pinks and blues,” she said. 

According to Marino, this early 


socialization prompts women to ig- 


nore their natural instincts and lose 
confidence in their own ability to 
defend themselves. Women lose the 
ability to trust their instincts and 
begin to see them as silly. 
“Absolutely, without even a 
shadow of a doubt, pay attention to 
your senses of sight, smell, and hear- 


ing; they will trigger your gut in- 
stincts ... trust those instincts,” said 
Marino. “They can help you to save 
yourself.” 

Marino said media contribute to 
these stereotypes by portraying 
women as helpless victims who wait 
to be saved by someone else. 

“You need to take charge of your 


Own protection,” she said, “daddy, 


or brother or whoever is not always 
going to be there to do it for you.” 

Marino also demonstrated: im- 
portant tips for personal safety such 
as guarding personal space limits, 
being aware of surroundings, and 
projecting confidence. 

“Predators are looking for some- 
one who looks like a victim,” she 
said. “They read body language and 
pick out the people that they think 
they can overpower.” 

Marino showed students how to 
use their natural weapons to defend 
themselves. “You have five natural 
weapons,” she said, “and they are 
always with you.” The weapons she 
was referring to are feet, hands and 
mouth. ye 

Marino taught the audience 
several different maneuvers that 
can be used to escape a predator’s 
grasp. Most of these included 
kicking and/or punching in the 
areas of the head, groin and knees.

Love triangle turns trite in new release

Trying tobreak new ground in thelove 
story genre, “The Object of My Affec- 
tion” succeeds in displaying a different 


look at love and gay life, but its broad and 


unrestrained screenplay dragsintoaseem- 
ingly long and boring movie. 

“The Object of My Affection” 
doesn’t live up to the quality and prom- 
ise that director Nicholas Hytner’s first 
two films, “The Madness of King 
George’ and “The Crucible,” had. 

Despite this, one has to admire 
Hytner for taking a movie that is so 
different from the normal realms of 
love and gay life. Unlike most movies, 
it travels into the mind of the gay char- 
acters. It does not strive for acceptance 
or present moral questions. 

Jennifer Aniston of NBC’s “Friends” 
plays Nina, a social worker who invites 
George, a gay first grade teacher, to live 
with her after learning that she just spilled 
the beans about George’ s boyfriend Joley 
breaking up with him. 

George, played by Paul Rudd 
(“Clueless,” “William Shakespeare’s 
Romeo + Juliet’), accepts the offer 
after he is officially dumped by Joley, 
and moves in. 

The two develop a strong friend- 
ship, so strong that when Nina an- 
nounces that she is pregnant from her 


boyfriend Vince, played by John 
Pankow (NBC’s “Mad About You”), 
she decides that she wants to raise her 
baby with George instead of Vince. 

The dilemma comes when Nina 
starts to fall in love with George. The 
relationship advances to a short love 
scene where George seems like a lock 
for Nina ... until the phone rings and 
Joley is on the other line. 

At this point, the movie gets sucked 
into along lull. Instead of pursuing this 
interesting plot, the movie totally ig- 
nores it. 

George becomes romantically in- 
volved with another man named Paul, 
who in turn is involved with an older 
man named Rodney. (In case you’re 
wondering, George’s ex-boyfriend 
Joley is never seen again.) 

This creates a huge mess. Now, 
Nina is upset because the gay man she 
loves, George, is in love with another 
man, Paul. Paul loves George back, but 
he is still living with his older boyfriend 
Rodney. Rodney, to everyone’s sur- 
prise, is aware of everything gong on, 
and he doesn’t seem to care at all. 

Despite all this confusion, the movie 
is serious. Its comedy subplots that 
include performances by Alan Alda 
and Allison Janney are not that funny 
and just add to the boredom. 

This movie is unclear about who or 
what to focus on. First, one concen-

trates on Nina and her pregnancy. 
Then one ignores her and starts to 
notice what’s happening with 
George. Then, one starts to ignore 
him to concentrate on the compari- 
son between Ninaand Rodney, how 
both of their hearts are being broken 
by George and Paul. 

What’s worse is that because of 
this mess, the ending is very predict- 
able. When Nina finally has enough of 
George’s unpredictability, she con- 
fronts him about whathe wants and the 
answer is an obvious “I want both.” 

The major problem with this 
movie is it has too many characters. 
It could have done without the Paul 
and Rodney characters and pursued 
a similar plot with Joley. 

The addition of these characters 
made one not like George too much, 
and he is supposed to be liked. 
Switching partners from Joley to 
Nina, back to Joley, then to Paul, all 
within a short time span, does not 
give a good impression. 

“The Object of My Affection” is 
not that bad, just too much. I hope 
future movies involving gay char- 
acters spend more of the plot on 
their life rather than their accep- 
tance in society as this movie does. 

Out of a possible five stars, “The 
Object of My Affection” receives 
two and a half.

After arriving in 1996 to study fora 
MBA in general studies, Yoshimuro 
found no Aikido club existed at CSUS. 
Joining forces with Tadasjo Fikudo, 
president of the Japanese Friendship 
Connection, he started the existing 
Aikido club last semester. 

“T wanted to bring more diversity to 
CSUS, while contributing to the uni- 
versity. This would also allow me to 
continue to practice and teach to others 
what I have learned,” Yoshimuro said. 

By applying principles and tech- 


‘niques with spiritual wholeness, 
-Morihei Ueshiba developed this origi- 


fal approach to martial arts and for- 
mally introduced it to Japan in 1922. 

Yoshimuro began his: studies of 
Aikido in the spring of 1990 at the 
Houbu Dojo of Aikikai Aikido, located 
in Tokyo, Japan. The dojo is headquar- 
ters to the largest existing Aikido Asso- 
ciation in existence. The dojo is also 
where Seagal studied the art of Aikido 
and did his training. 

Yoshimuro received his first degree 
blackbelt in Aikido in 1994. He also 
has a background in both Kyo Kushin 
Karate and tae kwon do. 

Currently, there is not a beginning 
Aikidoclass offeredinthe CSUS course 
catalog, but Yoshimuro says there is no 
need for an individual to have experi-

The west steps of the California 
state Capitol was supposed to set the 
stage Monday for the “Hemp Renais- 
sance Rally *98,” an effort aimed to 
educate the public and law makers on 
the many uses of the hemp plant. 

Organizers and speakers at 
Monday’s planned rally hoped to shed 
light on “misinformation” regarding 
hemp and to provide a new awareness 
of the marijuana plant, but the rally has 
been cancelled. 

“We hope to. dispel some of the 
myths surrounding the hemp plant,” 
said Yasa, coordinator of the Califor- 
nia Hemp Awareness Association. 

The rally, which was to commence 
at 10 a.m. on Monday, was to feature 
speakers and presentations discussing 
the marijuana plant’s use as an alterna- 
tive to more conventional fuels, paper 
products, fibers and medicines, as well 
as the evident recreational aspects. 

“So often the press uses negative 
terminology in reference to the plant, 
calling it ‘pot’ ... only some smaller 
local publications talk about the other 
side,” she said. 

“Aneconomy based on hemp would 
put farmers back to work within our 
dying potato industry,” said Marcello 
del Giudice from his home in Pocatello, 
Idaho, ina telephone interview withthe

Hornet on Wednesday. 

Del Giudice, who is an advocate of 
hemp as an alternative to carbon fibers 
as well as gasoline in motorized ve- 
hicles, is scheduled to speak at the rally. 

“Potato growth has wiped out our 
land (in Idaho) and now our farmers are

Not too many people can lift 
more than their own body weight 
above their heads, but at Sacramento 
State there is a club that trains ath- 
letes to do just that.

New location, improved design 
give campus challenging activity

One of Sac State’s more unusual 
programs now has a new home. The 
ropes course, run by Peak Adventures, 
opened its new gates on April 6. 

This new facility — located be- 
tween Yosemite Hall and the intra- 
mural fields — was built with a 
$20,000 bond from the perimeter road 
budget and was matched dollar-for- 
dollar by Associated Students Incor- 
porated. Construction of the new pe- 
rimeter road forced the course to be 
moved to a new location. 

“This course is everything I ever

Springs into action

Football season doesn’t officially 
begin for Sacramento State until Sep- 
tember. 

Unofficially, it’s well under way. 

This week marked the beginning 
of spring practice for the Sac State 
football team. The competition for 
starting positions will be greater than 
ever before in head coach John 
Volek’s three-year tenure. 

With over 50 scholarship players 
on the roster, double the amount since 
joining the Big Sky Conference two 
years ago, the Hornets have their larg- 
est On-campus spring squad during 
the Volek era at 65. 

“This is the first time we go into 
the spring with a two-deep roster,” 
Volek said. “For the past three years, 
some kids could look over their shoul- 
der and see that there was nobody 
behind them. 

“That’s not going to be the case 
this year.” 

The Hornets return 16 starters from 
last year’s freshman- and sophomore- 


dominated squad. Twenty-five play- 
ers on last season’s roster were un- 
derclassmen. 

“You can’t slack anymore,” said 
6-foot-3, 315-pound offensive guard 
Brandon Santos. “You have to keep 
on your toes all the time because you 
could, lose your starting job to the 
second string.” 

On the offensive line, all five start- 
ers return for Sac State. Last year 
most of the offensive line was en- 
rolled at CSUS and did not attend 
spring practice. It took time for the 
team to gel, as positions were shifted 
from game to game in search of the 
right blend. 

As a captain on last year’s team, 
Santos sees a noticeable difference, 
especially with communication on 
the line, in this spring’s practice com- 
pared to last year’s. 

“Everyone understands how the 
system works and what we’re trying 
to accomplish,” Santos said. “This 
year we have five guys on the same 


page.”

The old ropes course served more 
than 3,000 thrill-seekers per semes- 
ter. The new course design will en- 
able Peak Adventures to increase its 
attendance numbers while still main- 
taining its ever-vigilant policy of 


safety first. 

The technology used in building 
the new course is state-of-the-art. It 
utilizes a new type of diamond-for- 
mation technology that places the 
poles of the 50-foot tower in a dia- 
mond shape rather than the tradi- 
tional square configuration. 

This advancement adds stability 
and allows for the future expansion 
of the facility to include flat faced 
and contoured climbing walls with 
over-hangs.

CLARIFIES VIEWS 


I would like to clarify some of the 
statements in the article entitled “So- 
ciologist brings insight from Iraq” 
published in the State Hornet on 
March 24. There are a few quotations 
in this article that may have misled 
the readers about my views regarding 
the Iraqi crisis. First of all, my insight 
regarding the crisis comes from 
mainly being a student of the area, 
one who taught courses and published 
numerous works on the Middle East. 

The following are a few of the 
points mentioned in the article which 
need clarification and context: 

1) President Clinton’s definition 


‘“Of the word diplomacy really means 


dictation. Either Iraq complies with 
the U.S.’s instructions or Iraq will be 
bombed. What was needed to resolve 
the crisis was for the U.S. to follow 
the true meaning of the word diplo- 
macy, i.e. negotiation. Negotiation 
was the only way to resolve the crisis 
and to avoid the bloodshed of the 
Iraqi people. Lasting compliance 
comes though negotiation, not force. 

2) Regarding the sanctions, I indi- 
cated the sanctions were not hurting 
Saddam; on the contrary, ithas helped 
him to tighten his grip over the Iraqi 
people by making them more and 
more dependent on him for rations. 
Also, he has been using the sanctions 
to shift the blame to the U.S. for the 
dying and suffering of the Iraqi 


people. The sanction has destroyed 
the Iraqi society. More than half a 
million children under the age of 5 
have died for lack of food, medicine 
and clean water. The middle class is 
disappearing, the crime rate is high, 
and the moral fabric of the society is 
in great danger. 

3) There are many reasons why 
the United States does want the sanc- 
tions to be lifted. Among them, the 
sanctions have given the U.S. an ex- 
cellent tool to manipulate the price of 
oil to its advantage and our allies in 
the Gulf region. The current price of 
oil on the international market is very 
low, about $15 a barrel. The entry of 
Iraq with its capacity to pump more 
than three million barrels a day will 
lead to the collapse of the price of oil 
to $8 or less. Such a move will-hurt 
the U.S. and its allies in the region. 
For example, the Saudi, because of 
the sanctions are producing four mil- 
lion barrels a day extra to substitute 
for the Iraqi 011. The Saudi have so far 
made over $15 billion a year as a 
result of sanctions against Iraq. Most 
of the Saudi and Gulf countries’ oil 
incomes are spent in this country, a 
good part of it buying arms. Saudi 
Arabia alone has spent over $200 
billion on armament in the last three 
decades, most of it from this country. 

Another reason for not lifting the 
sanctions is to prevent the emergence 
of Iraq as aregional leader in the area. 
After all, it is a country with 23 mil- 
lion people. Iraq is the cradle of civi- 
lization. Iraq has the second-largest 


proven oil reserve in the world. Iraq 
has plenty of cultivable land, and 
finally Iraq, until the war of 1991, has 
had a strong emerging middle class 
with vision to lead the country into 
the 21st century. 

4) Regarding the question of 
whether or not the U.S. is interested 
in removing Saddam from power, my 
response to this is no. The U.S. is 
interested in weakening Iraqi regime 
by allocating over $20 million a year 
to destabilize the government and to 
keep Saddam weak and toothless. He 
is a good villain that can be blamed 
for the trouble in the area. The Unites 
States can use him to frighten and 
pressure the Gulf countries, particu- 
larly Kuwait, to accept and tolerate 
the U.S. military present on their soil. 


-~Fturthermore. the U.S. can sell arms 


to these wealthy Gulf countries and 
bolster its military-industrial com- 
plex. 


The above is a brief summary of 
some of the points discussed with the 
author of the article, which needed 
clarification. These points and others 
are detailed in an unpublished article 
on the Iraqi crisis, and a 2,500 word 
book review on “War in the Gulf 
1990-91: The Iragqi-Kuwait Conflict 
and its Implications” by Majid 
Kadduri, to be published in the Arab 
Quarterly Journal. Copies of these 
were given to the writer of the article.

In this 
letter I propose ideas for one of 
those concerns. 

In the past, this campus has 
used parking fees to build park- 
ing garages at other CSU cam- 
puses. It’s now time for those cam- 
puses to repay by helping fund a 
second multi-story garage for our 
school. 

This, however, is a long-term 
solution. How to address our park- 
ing problem in the meantime? 

Ihave, during the last two weeks, 
watched our parking patterns. The 


crunch is between 10 a.m. and 2:30 
p.m. At this time I have seen, on 
average, just under 30 spaces open 
that are not being used by students 
because of the space designation. 

We could change that designa- 
tion by the times of usage, whether 
it is a student or a faculty member.

I cannot see us taking away 
faculty parking. Nor can I envi- 
sion a tram system, when students 
could still walk faster than wait- 


“ing a half hour. Here are some 


other ideas: 

1) Have the campus bus system 
extended to the regional transit trains 
during peak attendance periods. 

2) Put continuing education and 
lifelong learning classes on week- 


ends, nights and Fridays. 

3) Increase ride share by stu- 
dents using the Cal RideShare 
matching system, using times and 
location. 

4) Spread the class schedule for 
general education classes to reduce 
overcrowded parking. 

During the course of the cam- 
paign I will address the other con- 
cerns. In the meantime I hope stu- 
dents will take the time before the 
elections to share with me their con- 
cerns.

sionate (marijuana) use act — advo- 
cate and Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Dennis Peron is also scheduled 
to speak on the plant’s medicinal use. 
Peron, who is currently under a 


grand jury indictment for allegedly 


selling pot to minors, is the founder 
of the Cannabis Cultivators Club in 
San Francisco. 

“Dennis (Peron) is at odds with most 
people in the state ... I’m glad he is 
running because he shows the hypoc- 
risy of (gubernatorial candidate and 
State Attorney General) Dan Lungren,” 
said author Jack Herer, who is promot- 
ing Peron’s campaign for governor in 
the Los Angeles area.

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Faculty Senate strike would 
have little effect on campus

If CSUS’ Faculty Senate voted 
to recess for an indefinite dura- 
tion, the university would not be 
dramatically affected for all “prac- 
tical purposes,” said Faculty Sen- 
ate chair Thomas Krabacher. 

“Bear in mind that we are so 


close to the end of the academic year, 
this would have a minimum effect,” 
he said. “The odds are the effects 
would be more symbolic in most 
cases.” 

According to Krabacher, the 
senate’s responsibility is to formu- 
late — notenact — policy. The body 
includes four faculty committees re- 
sponsible for curriculum policy, gen-

In a grand display of the low level of 
interest possessed by CSUS students in 
campus elections, several ASI candidates 
took the microphone Tuesday to debate 
before a miniature audience consisting 
mostly of themselves. 

A few curious students stopped by to 
catch some of the comments made by the 
candidatesin the River FrontMarket Quad, 
but their attention was not held for long. 

Many candidates even failed to show 
up to meet their constituents. Only two of 
the five candidates for the position of 
director for the school.of business — Al 
Gambetti and Stephanie Parrish — were 
present. 

Both candidates for the position Vice 
President for Finance gave opening state- 


ments and answered questions from 
Sandra Schlemmer, current ASI presi- 
dent, on how théy would help fund the 
growing number of clubs and organiza- 
tions on the campus. 

Geoff Sakala said that as vice presi- 
dent for finance he would increase fund- 
ing for clubs and organizations by aiding 
by helping themtolearn toraisemoney on 
their own. 

“Instead of increasing funds to stu- 
dents maybe we can help in fundraising 
efforts,” Sakala said. 

Devin Cook, the current director for 
postbaccalaureate, said he believes it is 
important for the director for finance to 
keep an open line of communication 


with students. 

“One of the’ top priorities of the 
office is to stay in touch with the stu- 
dents,” Cook said. 

The candidates for director for the 
School of Natural Science and Math- 
ematics, the campus’s only other con- 
tested race, were not present. 

Schlemmer said several factors could 
have accounted for the low level of stu- 
dent interest in the debates. 

“Everyone is just returning from 
spring break,” she said. 

She also noted the lack of cam- 
paigning by this year’s candidates. 

‘T really haven’t seen that many 
posters before the break.” 

This year’s candidates’ reluctance 
to macro-campaign may be the result 
of last year’s campaign “overkill,” 
Schlemmer said.

South, wholearned ofhis disqualifica- 
tion minutes before the presidential de- 
bates in the River Front Market Thursday, 
expressed his dissatisfaction. 

“T feel ASI is bullshit and it is only 
designed to keep students from having 
areal voice on campus,” he said. 

South said that no matter what, he 
hopes students will still mark his name 
when they go to the polls. South also said 
he intends to file an appeal with the elec- 


tioncomplaintcommittee. He did not feel 
the violation warranted the action.

South said. 

Som, also notified just before the 
debate, did not share South’s disap-
